During spring and early summer chicken-pox, due to the 
l«m<>* period of isolation required, interf erred with the school 
.iM.oiidance of the lower grades. Seventy-eight cases were re- 
poi'led. A few cases of German measles occurred, thirteen in 
Jill. There were also two cases each of scarlatina and mumps, 
jind one each of pertussis and erysipelas. 

In common with other localities Proctor suffered a severe 
•epidemic of Spanish influenza. The disease was first brought 
luT(^ by an out-of-town visitor who was taken ill September 
There were several exposures from this case, and by 
< »<'l.()her first upward of forty cases had been reported. During. 
iIm' (irst two weeks of October there were over 330 new cases. 
« »h\ iously it was impossible to give all who needed it the neces- 
njirv medical attention. This situation was greatly relieved by

hiii'ing the year forty-four dwellings were placed under 

Iiiird and four under full quarantine. There were eight 

I • ' liil I'liinigations of rooms and clothing, and fi^^'e dwellings 
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were fumigated following full quarantine. Nine inspections 
were made where contagious disease was suspected. Four 
members of one family were vaccinated at town expense be- 
cause of exposure to smallpox: Twenty-two reports of com- 
municable diseases were made to the Secretary of the State 
Board of Health. Three lots of samples from our milk sup- 
ply and four samples of the village water supply have been 
sent to the State Laboratory for analysis. 

A new rule made by the State Board at the beginning 
of the influenza epidemic required all dwellings to be placard- 
ed, in which the disease existed. In compliance with that order 
255 dwellings were placarded. 

Since the date of the last report there have been forty- 
nine permits issued for burial in Proctor, and sixteen for re- 
moval to and burial in other towns.
